On one level, it has inspired Thai Ma E 
proverbs (such as a famous, \ — 
controversial one comparing the role 
of women to the elephant’s hind legs and another, less 
well known, that asserts “When inspecting an elephant, 
examine its tail; when inspecting your future wife, 
examine her mother”) and given rise to superstitions 
(the belief that walking under an 
elephant brings good luck and, in 
the case of a pregnant woman, an 
easy delivery). 





The elephant’s most outstanding 
feature, both visually and in the 
uses to which it is put, is its long, 
flexible, extremely sensitive trunk, 
which ends in one or two ‘fingers.’ 
The tip of the trunk, the most 
sensitive part, is the source of the elephant’s keen sense 
of smell, as well as the means by which it ‘speaks’ in a 
wide range of sounds to signal fear, rage, pain, pleasure, 
1 and, some think, affection. 





Elephant toe-nails, shaped like pears, 
are dark-colored at birth and almost 
creamy-white later. In ancient times, the 
number of nails was an important factor 
in evaluating an animal, and any with 
twenty nails, five on each foot, were said 
to be reserved for royal use.

Phuket ‘s Sino Portuguese Past 


A private journey into Phuket's past begins with a walk down 
Thalang Road. It was here at the turn of the century that the Chinese 
merchants pursued their business before withdrawing into their ornate 
homes for the evening. 

Over 200 years ago Hokkien Chinese immigrants began arriving 
in Phuket. Most were following new opportunities. Tin mining was the 
business in Penang Malaysia and Phuket that attracted these hard working 
people. Phuket was an important trade center for Indian, Malay, Arab 
and European traders who exchanged goods from the rest of the world 
for the tin and rubber. The British colonialist, Francis Light, in the 1700's, 
had made Penang the first of the British Straits Settlement. He married 
a local Thai girl and tried unsuccessfully to bring Phuket into the 
colonial fold. 
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Land leases were granted to many of the Chinese in Phuket and 
fortunes were made. It is estimated that by the early 1900’s over 30,000 
Chinese were working in the Phuket mines and as merchants. 

To display their newfound wealth, large mansions were built 
blending Chinese and European architectural styles. It is more 
commonly known as Sino Portuguese style as the Portuguese were 
amongst the first successful European traders in the region. 

All the houses are typically long and narrow. Carved teak 
louvers on the windows and wooden inlaid doors marking Chinese 
characteristics are combined with European designs of Corinthian 
columns or Doric decoration. Chinese writing above the door showcases 
the owner’s family name. In the center of the expansive narrow homes 
an open-air garden, which adds natural light and beauty, also circulates 
a cooling breeze. Colourful ceramic tiles in subtle ochre shades grace 
the floors. Depending on the wealth of the family the tiles were often 
imported from Europe. Furnishings were of Chinese origin with 
elaborate carvings. A further glimpse at this middle class life style of 
bygone days can be seen on nearby Krabi road and the small Soi Romanee. 
On the corner of Yaoworat and Dibuk roads is an example with Doric 
columns on the lower level and Corinthian styling on the upper level. 

Phuket has over 150 Sino Portuguese buildings listed for 
preservation by the Fine Arts Department. Although this history has all 
but disappeared from the island, a walk in Old Phuket Town reflects the 
rich and diverse past of its multicultural heritage.

Crafts of Southern Thailand 


The crafts of southern Thailand range from highly evolved 
disciplines - some would say art forms - to the production of simple 
objects made for everyday use. But a common thread that runs through 
them is that all are imbued with their own charact eristics, a result of 
the region’s unique cultural, geographical and environmental factors. 
For instance, the mat and basket weavers of the Peninsula utilize a 
great variety of plants, some of which flourish only in this region, such 
as the lumchiek (Pandanus odoratissimus), a speciality of Krabi mat 
weavers, and the celebrated yan lipao vine fern (Lygodium flexuosum). 
Moreover, being on the crossroads of culture and trade for two 
millennia, it is not surprising to find crafts in southern Thailand whose 
techniques or designs have been acquired from faraway lands. One such 
craft is niello, which is believed to have arrived from Persian (probably 
by way of India), although some experts claim it was introduced to Siam 
by the Portuguese during the Ayutthaya 
period since they were the earliest 
European traders in the kingdom. 

Another factor that distinguishes 
many of the arts and crafts of southern 
Thailand is the close cultural ties the 
region shared with Malaysia and 
Indonesia long before the introduction 
of Islam to the area. One example is 
the art of shadow puppetry, which 
exists in a handful of Southeast Asian 
countries but is most celebrated in 
Malaysia, southern Thailand and Java. 

Centuries of cultural evolution, influxes and exchange have lent 
character to the arts and crafts of southern Thailand.

Blessed with irresistible charms, 
Pattani's natural scenic beauty, rivers, 
beaches, waterfalls is second only to the 
splendid hospitality of its people. 

Located on the eastern coast of the 
southern region adjoining the Gulf of 
Thailand, it is only a 1-1/2 hour drive $ 
from Haad Yai, and borders Yala, S 
Narathiwat and Songkla provinces. ; 

Among its potpourri of diverse 
cultures, the coexistence of Muslim, 
Thai and Chinese are the main ethnic jij 
groups. While the architecturally- AN 
interesting Central Mosque is the N 
Islamic symbol of faith, Wat ua ; 
(temple) Rat Burana (Wat Chas 00 gm 
Hai) represents the Buddhists. In YA Pas 
addition, Leng Chu Kiang Shrine, 
the well-known Chinese temple in 
old China town is worth a visit. 

As an alternative to renting 
a motorbike (prohibited by law 
in the metro area), look for the 
tricycle queue in front of the 
markets. This long preserved 
Pattani identity is much more than 
your normal 3 wheeled wonder. 
Attached to the trike's side is a 
roofless, rattan carriage of sorts. 
While providing a panoramic view of 
the city, ask your driver to take you 
to Charoen Pradit Street, commonly 
known as 'Thanon Sai Mo'. Located 
near the University of Songkhla 
Nakharin, trendy candle lit cafés await 
you. 

Local markets provide a glimpse 
into the daily life of fishing and 
agriculture. Find: locally made basketry 
using yan lipao fern, (lygodium flexuosum) 
or the kreung thom thong, gold neilloware 
that are identified as southern culture. For 
viewing a very special collection, visit CS 
Pattani Hotel - the owner's priceless pieces 
fill two convention rooms. For a collection of a 
more obscure nature - ask to see the only bird's 
nests in Thailand that are located cave-like, in 
the hotels basement. Rich in nourishing substances, 
the Swallows' (collocalia esculenta) saliva is 
considered an exceptional delicacy for Asian people. 

Flights from Phuket to Haad Yai provide easy 
access to these culturally exciting lands less travelled.
